Gov. Jerry Brown’s new proposal to 
cut Cal Grant programs for the Univer-’ 
sity of California and Cal State Univer- 
sity systems will require a higher grade 
point average for students to receive 
Cal Grants. 

In his 2012-13 Governor’s Budget 
Summary, Brown proposed to increase 
the minimum GPA for Cal Grant A, a 
merit-based grant, from 3.0 to 3.25 and 
the minimum GPA for Cal Grant B, an 
income-based grant, from 2.0 to 2.75.

Students, professors 
offer mixed 
reactions to evolving 
technology.

49er Shops which operates the Uni- 
versity Bookstore, is taking steps to 
provide affordable options for students, 
specifically expanding the accessibility 
of e-books and rentals, due to the high 
costs of textbooks. 

Cal State Long Beach freshman Brit- 
tany Chavez said that buying textbooks 
from the bookstore wasn’t always the 
most cost-effective plan, so she turned 
elsewhere for affordable prices. 

“T bought a book at the bookstore for 
$132 ... [returned it, and I bought it on- 
line for $60,” Chavez said.

Brown also proposed a GPA jump for 
community college transfers, from 2.4 
to 2.75. Nearly 26,600 students will be 
affected by this proposal. 

By increasing the GPA _ require- 
ments, Brown hopes to decrease an es- 
timated $131.2 million in state funding 
to Cal.Grants. If the proposal is carried 
through, it will go into effect as soon as 
the 2012-13 school year.

According to Rosa Hernandez-Hen- 
derson, director of communications for 
49er Shops, the bookstore is part of a 
nonprofit organization with the priority 
to make course materials accessible and 
affordable to students. 

“All the money we make goes back 
to the campus,” Hernandez-Henderson 
said. “We’re completely self-funded.” 

She also explained that, on average, 
if the bookstore is selling a textbook on 
the shelf for $100, it costs 49er Shops 
$75, not including the labor and trans- 
portation it took to get it there. 

In fall 2010, the bookstore began of- 
fering rentals through Chegg, and has 
expanded the program through partner- 
ships with Barnes & Noble and Pete’s 
Cheap Rentals, among others. Approxi- 
mately 60 percent of books available at 
the bookstore now have rental options. 

Students can find their textbook 
options, including buying and renting 
both physical and e-books, by course 
on the University Bookstore’s website. 
CSULB is also participating in the 


deficit in the country, which Brown has 
been trying to decrease. However, many 
schools argue that education is an in- 
vestment for the future and that there are 
many other ways to decrease the deficit 
than to jeopardize students’ education. 
“The stark truth is that, without some 
new taxes, damaging cuts to schools, 
universities, public safety and our courts 
will only increase,” Brown said. “That 
is why I will ask the voters to approve a 
temporary tax increase on the wealthy.” 
Brown’s proposed cuts may force 
students out of school, especially with 


Digital Marketplace program, which 
creates a database of digital materials 
available to multiple CSU campuses. 

“[The bookstore] is going through 
an evolution right now,” Hernandez- 
Henderson said. “As more technology 
comes out, students are going to adapt 
to what’s comfortable for them.” 

49er Shops is also working with 
CSULB faculty to save students money 
by using the same edition of a textbook 
for as long as possible, although this 
can be hard to implement, according to 
Hernandez-Henderson. 

“We respect that they’re the experts 
in their fields ... they know what’s ef- 
fective for their students,” she said. 

The campus community’s reaction to 
the bookstore’s efforts and the growth 
of alternative textbook options are 
mixed. 

“In terms of the costs of books, I 
understand how the publishers come 
up with their pricing,” history profes- 
sor Gregory Beirich said. “The cost of 
books is not the bookstore’s doing.”

If this temporary tax is declined, $200 
million in trigger cuts will be applied to 
the CSU in 2013.

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The bookstore is expanding its feat program through partner- 
ships with Barnes & Noble and Pete’s Cheap Rentals. 


Beirich also said he understands that e- 
books are here to stay, but that he person- 
ally prefers “to hold them and read them.” 

Some students, like junior women’s 
gender and sexuality studies major 
Kelsey Brown, have mixed feelings re- 
garding the use of e-books. 

“Any books I really like or will 
be using for a class, I want a physical 


Cal State Long Beach students cur- 
rently pay $3,120 for tuition per semes- 
ter. If Brown’s proposal is approved, 
students can expect tuition costs to rise 
again. Associated Students Inc. Vice 
President Stephen Thomas is against 
the cuts to the Cal Grant Program. 

“We the students of CSULB firmly 
oppose the cuts to the Cal Grant Pro- 
gram, and we request that the governor, 
the assembly, and the Senate fund Cal 
Grant Programs in order to protect the 
future of California by preserving ac- 
cess to the CSU system,” Thomas said.

Brown said. “I would probably switch 
to e-books, if they were significantly 
cheaper, given their portability.” 
Brown has also saved money renting 
her textbooks instead of buying them. 
“T’ve rented from the bookstore, 
when I know the books aren’t ones I’ll 
want to keep,” she said. 


A decision on whether the cuts 
should be applied will most likely be 
made this summer. This would create 
serious problems for incoming students 
because the deadline for financial aid 
applications is March 2. Many incom- 
ing students will not know how much 
financial aid they will receive. 

“We are taking a position in oppo- 
sition to the cuts because many of the 
students at CSULB receive these [Cal 
Grants] and without this program they 
would not be able to afford their educa- 
tion,” Thomas said.

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More carpool permits issued as 


tuition hikes take a toll on students 


Some students are 
caught misusing the 
permits.

The number of carpool permits 
registered for this semester currently 
stands at 1,012, an increase from last 
semester’s 947 permits, according to 
Elissa Thomas, sustainable transpor- 
tation program coordinator. 

Most often, the increase in carpool 
permit registrations is attributed to the 
rise in gas prices and the instability of 
the economy. However, Thomas said 
the recent increase in fees may be an- 
other factor. 

“Gas prices have been fairly high 
for three years, but it is the tuition in- 
crease that hit students the hardest,” 
Thomas said. 

Carpooling has been one of the 
university’s more active and favored 
rideshare programs because of the de- 


creased gas and parking costs, access 
to priority carpool parking in a conve- 
nient, reserved spot, and eco-friendly 
benefits. 

However, due to the increase in reg- 
istration of permits, students like ju- 
nior accounting major So-Young Kim 
are starting to experience the inconve- 


~ nience of limited carpool parking. 


“Usually, there were plenty of des- 
ignated carpool spaces available on 


‘campus before, but not as much spaces 


these days, especially after 9 a.m.,” 
Kim said. “When it happens, I tend to 
wait until someone leaves and end up 
being late for morning classes.” 

Some students who became fed 
up with the struggles of parking in 
regular parking spots are misusing 
their carpool permits. Each permitted 
vehicle must consist of two or more 
CSULB students, faculty or staff re- 
siding off-campus; otherwise, it’s a 
parking violation. i 

“Frankly, I was caught bending the 
rules by parking at a carpool space 
without having a carpool-mate,” Kim 
said. “I had to come to school at 7:30 
a.m. every Monday, and it was the 
time when my class schedule didn’t 
suit my carpool-mate’s.” 


Rachel Lee, a senior international 
business major, also confessed to mis- 
using the carpool permit. 

“After I went off-campus by myself 
for personal reasons and came back to 
park my car in a carpool spot at Lot 
17 near Brotman Hall, I was given a 
warning for not having a passenger,” 
she said. 

Both students néver received cita- 
tions. 

However, Thomas said cheating on 
carpool permits seldom happens since 
there are many spaces available at the 
parking structures. 

Other rideshare programs like U- 
Pass, Zimride and ZipCar are also 
helping students relieve economic 
burdens. 

“The increase in the users of the 
carpooling program is slight in com- 
parison to the dramatic increase of the 
U-Pass users,” Thomas said. 

The U-Pass program allows CSULB 
students to ride all Long Beach Transit 
buses for free when they swipe their 
student ID card. 

“A year ago, about 7,500 unique rid- 
ers have used long beach transit, but 
the number has risen to 9,000,” she 
said. “That is a significant jump.”

Anyone who speaks with any candi- 
date can send in a confidential assess- 
ment that will go to the search com- 
mittee council for review, Para said. 

“It’s hoped that about a week after 
the last candidate is here that we’ll 
have everything together to make a 
recommendation for the position of 
dean,” Para said. “We expect to be able 
to offer the position in early March.”

students and the public to know exact- 
ly where these fees would be going,” 
California State Student Association 
President Gregory Washington said. 


More specifically, AB. 970 would 
require the Regents of the UC and the 
CSU Board of Trustees to notify stu- 
dent representatives of a fee increase 
at least 90 days before its proposal and 
allow a 60-day comment period before 
any fee increase can be implemented. 
During this period, the UCs and 
CSUs would encourage and solicit 
public comment on any proposed in- 
creases. These comments and their re- 


sponses would then be made public 10 
days before the institutions consider 
the fee increases at their respective 
meetings. 

The bill was passed in the Assembly 
with bipartisan support but still needs 
approval in the Senate. 

“TAB 970] may go back to the as- 
sembly if there are a lot of changes 
made to it,” said Olgalilia Ramirez, 


director of government relations of 


CSSA. “So we probably have about 
six more months of jumping through 
hoops.” 

In the CSU system, a campus presi- 
dent may request specific mandatory 
feés but the CSU Chancellor must ap- 
prove them. 


Last year, CSU Chancellor Charles 
B. Reed by the request of Cal State 
Long Beach President F. King Alexan- 
der approved a $95 increase in campus 
mandatory fees. 

The average CSU campus charges 
$1,047 in campus mandatory fees on 
top annual tuition. CSULB charges 
$768 in campus mandatory fees.

laws 
against drunk driving have been 
getting stricter and for good reason. 
Now, Congress is getting involved 
by pushing through a bill that 
would crack down harder on first 
time DUI offenders. 

Congress has been trying to find 
support for a House transportation 
bill that would require first time 
DUI offenders to have an ignition 
interlock breathalyzer device in- 
stalled in their vehicle. An incentive 
for states that make breathalyzers 
a requirement on the first offense 
would be additional highway funds. 

Currently, a few states do require 
breathalyzers after the first offense. 
California has a pilot program that 
only affects its bigger counties like 
Los Angeles, Alameda, Sacramento 
and Tulare. Even more states require 
the ignition interlock system when 
the offender blows over a .15 on their 
first offense. Yet Congress aims to 
make the requirement universal. 

It makes sense for California to 
adopt the law. Drunk driving is still 
way out of hand—even with all 
the gruesome commercials—and 
the breathalyzer device could deter 
many second time offenders. Also, 
the extra funding for highways 
could go a long way with helping 
our cash-strapped state. 

However, enacting this law will 
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blur the line between offenders who are one-sip over the limit versus 
those whose irresponsibility and intentionally drive with a high blood 
alcohol content. Some offenders will argue that it is unfair for them 
to have breathalyzer because they have a higher tolerance and know 
their limit. The law would group all varied offenders together. 
Another problem the breathalyzers pose.is the fact that drivers 
can find a way to cheat the system. Offenders could get their kids or 
someone who hasn’t been drinking to breathe into the breathalyzer to 
start their car. If this happens it defeats the purpose of the device and 


once again puts the drunk driver on the road. It doesn’t make sense to 
waste money on having a device installed if it’s that easy to cheat. 
Also, paranoid drivers who believe cops pull people over for 
unrelated infractions—like a broken taillight—to catch them in 
a more illegal act will worry the ignition interlock system will be 
another reason for corruption. : 
Police officers will be able to figure out if someone has a breathalyz- 
er in their car by punching in their license plate. If the cop is suspicious 
they could pull someone over to check if their device is working. While 


this is an extreme scenario it’s still a glaring possibility. 

Even with all the negatives, installing breathalyzers in cars of all 
first time offenders may be the best way to deter future accidents 
from happening. It’s unfair when lives are changed forever because 
an unrelated driver is irresponsible. 

- Too many people have been or know someone who has been af- 
fected by a DUI or an alcohol-related accident. If making those who 
have slipped up once breathe into a breathalyzer to start their car 
reducés accidents then so be it.

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Going Deep with Tucker Max 


The New York Times 
bestselling author 
discusses his partying 
lifestyle and what’s 
next.

Some people aspire to be like him, 
while others would describe-him as a 
chauvinistic pig. Either way, Tucker 
Max has proven successful through his 
writings about sleeping with various 
types of women, getting drunk and get- 

- ting in trouble. 

He recounts these stories in his 
books, “I Hope They Serve Beer in 
Hell” — No. 1 New York Times best- 
seller and film inspiration — “Assholes 
Finish First,” and, most recently, “Hi- 
larity Ensues” and “Sloppy Seconds,” 
which hit stores today. His blog, Tuck- 
erMax.com, which he 
started in 2002, has also 
gained him Internet ex- ~ 


posure. 
Despite fame from 
his partying lifestyle, 


the 37-year-old author is 
ready to settle down and 
retire from his “fratire” 
style of writing, as he 
stated in the epilogue of 
“Hilarity Ensues.” In the 
future, Max plans to re- 
lease an advice book and 
live life as he wants, even 
though he says the party- 
ing lifestyle isn’t who he 
is anymore. 

“What I’m going to do 
next is do whatever I want,’ Max said 
in a phone interview. “That’s the cool 
thing about selling millions of books 
is that I don’t have to do anything. It’s 
not like because I’m not going to be the 
crazy, out-of-control partier that I was

at 25 that I’m going to sit around in the 
dark and do nothing. At the same time, 
things change as you grow up and ma- 
ture and develop and so certain things 
that I wasn’t really interested in the past 
are available in the future.” 
Max’s lavish stories about getting 
laid and wasted have gained notoriety 
in the college scene, even though he 
points out that none of his stories are 
college-based. 
“My college sto- 
ries are like every- 
one else’s college 
stories,’ Max said. 
“T went to this par- 
ty, got super drunk 
and came home with 
this girl There’s 
nothing funny or 
unique about that.” 
Instead, Max said 
that the books are actually aimed more 
toward middle-aged people. 
“Tt’s a different world when you're 
an adult,” Max said. “Do 30-year-olds 
read my stuff? If you had fun at all and 
you were remotely cool, at 30 you’d be 
like, ‘That totally reminds me of my 
friends or I did that.’ The only people 
who can’t imag- 
ine these things 
happening are 
complete losers or 
so young that they 
haven’t —_experi- 

- enced that kind of 
stuff.” 

Likewise, Max 
encourages stu- 
dents to get the 
most out of col- 
lege, and not nec- 
essarily only in an 
academic sense. 

Max said, “I 
think the point of 
college is to try 
new things. If you 

get to college having no stories like 
mine, that’s one thing. If you leave col- 
lege having no stories like mine, you 
probably did something wrong. You 
should have fun and have nights where 
you get so drunk that you throw up. You

While Max has gained popularity by 


_ those who enjoy reading about his life, 


there are also those who disagree with 
his actions or just simply call him a liar. 

One particular radio show, “The 

Opie & Anthony 
Show,” in 2006, 
claimed Max lied 
about his story 
entitled “Tucker 
Tries ~ Buttsex; 
Hilarity Does 
Not Ensue.” In 
the story, Max 
recounted con- 
“vincing a girl 
to try anal sex 
while his friend secretly videotaped it. 
Needless to say, in typical Max-fashion, 
things went very wrong and the scene 
ended up covered in vomit and feces. 
However, Max could not produce the 
videotape. 

“There’s no video tape of any num- 
ber of things that have happened in his- 
tory,’ Max told the Daily 49er. “Do we 
doubt them? If I had the tape, I would 
show the tape. But I don’t, and it sucks. 
There’s a very simple way to say this. 
Every single thing I write about that’s 
verifiable is verified. It’s not like I 
didn’t go to Duke or didn’t have a girl 
blow me on an X-ray machine. That ac- 
tually happened.” 

Regarding those who. may not like 
him, Max said, “It took me a long time 
to understand that someone could read 
my stories and be jealous.

then it has to do with that person.” 

Max is also often criticized as a 
woman hater, but he identifies himself 
as the opposite. : 

“People who haven’t read my books 
think I’m putting down girls, but I’m 
not,” Max said. “There’s definitely 
parts of my stories where I have nega- 
tive interactions with specific indi- 


vidual women but there are also ones 


where I have negative interactions with 
specific men. It’s not about women or 
men in general; it’s about the people I’m 
talking about in those stories.”

token of gratitude to his fans, Max an- 
nounced today that “Sloppy Seconds” 
will be available as a free digital down- 
load on his website, the Kindle, iBooks 
and other eReaders. 

““Sloppy Seconds’ actually isn’t a 
normal book,” Max said. “It’s 200 pag- 
es of my leftover stories that I didn’t 
think were good enough for my first 
two books. Anyone can go download it 
and get it for free. There are no catch- 
es or strings. It’s sort of, a thank you 
to my fans for buying my first three 
books, instead of selling some of my 


b-material, which would be kind of a -

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LBSU playing with target on its back 


Big West teams are. 
looking to hand the 
49ers their first loss.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team is by far and away the best 
squad in the Big West Conference, and 
widely considered one of the best Mid- 
Major teams in all of college basketball. 

The 49ers Big West schedule is lit- 
tered with teams that come nowhere 
near the talent LBSU possesses, and 
many of those teams now view the 
“Niners as their big-ticket game. Mean- 
ing the ‘Niners walk into every confer- 
ence game with a target on their backs. 

“T think we’ve had that target for the 
last two years now,” LBSU head coach 
Dan Monson said. “I think our guys un- 
derstand that. Anybody that beats us is 
going to rush the court, and anyone that 
beats us is going to be their best win of 
the year, and we want it that way.” 

LBSU has played down to some of its 
lesser competition this season. Rather 
than blowing out teams like UC Riv- 
erside, Cal Poly San Luis Obispo and 
Cal State Northridge, the 49ers allow 
them to hang around — which results 
in. needing late-game heroics to avoid 
an upset. : 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson nar- 
rowed his teams’ success down to two 
things. 
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“We're going to avoid [upsets] by 
staying focused and hungry,” Monson 
said. 


Avoiding slow starts is 
also a key to not having these 
games end with close finishes. 


“We've tried everything short of chang- 
ing the lineup [to avoid slow starts],” 
Monson said. “The one thing about I 
don’t like about changing the lineup 
is we’re pointing the blame on specific 
people, and I don’t think it’s any one 
person.” 

Monson also said he has taken a dif- 
ferent way with his team in approach- 
ing games. 

We changed the way we warmed up 
last game,” he said. “We have to change 
our shooting practice on Wednesday of 
this week, and we’re just trying to push 
the right buttons to get this team to 
where it starts a little bit better.” 

After beating Santa Barbara by 23 
points on the road and defeating Ful- 
lerton by 14 at home, the 49ers found 
themselves locked in a tight contest 
against cellar-dwelling Northridge. The 
Matadors are just 6-15 overall, and 2-8 
in the Big West. : 

LBSU led by just two 37-35 at half- 
time, but were able to gain some dis- 
tance from the Matadors with an 11-2 
run to open the second half, giving 
them a 54-43 lead. 

Again, the 49ers lost focus, allowing 
CSUN to crawl back within two, 58-56. 

Thankfully for the ‘Niners, fresh- 
man guard Mike Caffey scored seven 


‘straight points to essentially close the 


door on Northridge, resulting in a 76- 
67 victory. 


After that game, Monson felt his 


team took a couple steps backward af- . 


ter big wins over Cal State Fullerton 
and UC Santa Barbara. 

Monson said that the 49ers can’t con- 
trol what other teams do, but they can 
control the effort that they put out. _ 

“The biggest thing for us is control- 
ling how we play,” he said. “We feel 
like if we play well, it doesn’t matter 
what [opponents are] doing. We have to 
hold ourselves to a standard we want.” 

Another recent example of playing 
down to an opponent was LBSU’s win 
over UCR on Jan: 26. 

The Highlanders played the 49ers 
even through 40 minutes. Riverside 
forward David Chiavarra missed the 
potential game-winning free throw, 
handing the ‘Niners another chance at 
a win. : 

Senior guard Casper Ware took over 
in the extra five minutes, scoring 11 
points in overtime to seal the victory. 
The Highlanders are just 5-5 in Big 
West play. 

Monson said that his team needs get 
back at it during practice in order to get 
back to where they need to be. 

“We need to get back to work,” he 
said “And get ourselves back to playing 
the way we want to play.” 

No matter where they travel, or 
whom they play, the 49ers will get ev- 
ery other teams’ best game. While be- 
ing undefeated in Big West play, gar- 
nering a lot of ype in the media and 
earning a lot of individual accolades 
are not negative outcomes of winning, 
The Beach needs to be ready to defend 
against everybody’s best shot.
